H e says : 


W HY MEN SHOULD BE H A PPY , 
Men ought to be happy everywhere on 
this earth, for I've been into its remotest 
corners, and never yet found a place with­ 
out beautiful women. 
In the interior of 
Japan, where white men had never been 
seen, the men fell down to worship one, but 
the women began coquetting just the same. 
1 tell you there is no use denying it. all 
woman are flirts. 
Why, right in the. heart 
of Africa, those Nubian women know how 
to inveigle a man and then laugh at his 
would-be attentions. Splendid physiques 
they have, too; graceful as possible, and 
b la c k e r han the blackest negro in America. 
Their skins are soft and shine like polish. 
From Japan I sailed for America with 
sixteen acrobats, five dancing girls, two 
ourang-outangs, a lot of boa-consirietors, 
fifteen curious Asiatic natives, none of 
whom knew a word of English, i also had 
other curiosities, but not they, nor all my 
five years handling Barnaul's menageries 
gave me the trouble of those girls.

At last, for $s3,000, 1 bought a splendid 
fellow, of a light chocolate color, with a 
white face.

In the meantime my eye was kept 
peeled for other curios.

In towns, people kneit so th ok pray­ 
ing t * t i. * * beasts, we wou: 1 he hours pai 
ing short distances. The anim als were so 
intelligent they won my heart, and 1 stayed 
about a great deal petting and feeding them . 
In port we cinched belly-bands around 
them , and with m onstrous steam power 
grappling hooks, hoisted them on board 
w ithout a struggle on their part. 
I had b ix stalls of six-inch plank, in 
which they seemed com fortable; but soon 
after loading, w hile m unching some green 
grasa, my big chocolate drop suddenly 
threw up his head with a roar and broke 
through bis stall like so m uch paper. Peo­ 
ple got out of the way. and he began tear­ 
ing the ship to pieces in a rage.

W hen she came to a pond she 
rushed into it and covered herself, only 
showing up the tip of her trunk. There 
she stayed an hour. 
I was glad, because I 
thought she would cool down, but she came 
out trum peting again. Along the esplanade 
were stone posts tw enty feet apart. irhe 
am used herself by pulling them , every one, 
up for a m ile. Suddenly she fell, doubled 
on her knees, and before 1 got to her she 
was dead. 
I grouped all the natives about 
and had the scene photographed, and that 
was all I brought Barnuni for the $-43,000. 


CAUSE OF TH E MONSTER’S XIKA T il. 
All at once it dawned upon me that the 
two priests whom I had loaded with gifts 
and comforts, had. for offense they regarded 
I bad previously given them, robbed me of 
m y beautiful beasts, and that the vagaries of 
the elephants which I have described were 
the effects of poison working on them. Fora 


m inute it turned m e sick. Then becoming 
satisfied of the fact, I got a cane and w ent 
for one of them w ho had threatened me, 
and left a bruise on that chap wherever a 
flea could bite him . 
I then took him w ith 
me and found the other priest, and got a 
full confession. They had sprung the trial 
to give an opportunity for the poisoning, to 
which they had been forced at point of 
death by the fanatical natives. 
AMERICA’S MIDNIGHT JiABAUDEEr. 
One of the oddest events of ray three 
years' trip happened right here in 'Frisco, 
it was the tim e I brought thirty-five A siat­ 
ic natives. 
I put them at a hotel, ordered 
their supper of rice, fish and tea sent up, 
and leit them comfortable. Of course they 
were not quartered at first-class hotels. 
L 
took in the theaters, and got to my own 
hotel and room about m idnight. A t ! 
o’clock here comes a man saying h 
had 
broke loose am ong nty people. Nobody 
could understand a word, and J musí come 
down. 
I was fagged out. but had to go. 
and found everybody excited. They- had 
ail been in i.e i. asleep, but bed-bugs turned 
loose and routed them out. again. The 
more they scratched, the worse they got. 
Home had great welts on th e m ; thought 
they were poisoned, were going to die right 
off. and begged for medicine. 
Every one 
of them had seen all m anner of poisonous 
insects, but not one knew w hat a bed-bug 
was. 
Go to bed again they w ould not, so 1 
called up the clerk and said ; “ Here, those 
people are cannibals. They would ju st like 
to kill a m an before m orning and eat him 
for breakfast. You better get your help up 
and have thc-sc- beds cleaned." 
W a put 
down mattresses and blanketsfurthc-m , but 
1 iiad to say there until daylight. 
This is 
only a specimen of my trials with them , 
and it seems to m e 1 was never so happy as 
when they were delivered to Barnuni.

DANISH MARRIAGES ABROAD. 


THE DRAMA. 


IT S IN F L U E N C E U P O N C IV IL IZA TIO N . 


Will T h e y b e lie c o g n ize d b y the Home 
, 
<rt)Vi*rnir.e:it or Court*»? 
E cu R ecord U nion : On the 15th of Jan ­ 
uary. 1.879, my present wife and I were 
m arried in the G erm an Lutheran Church 
of Handhurst, in the eoiouy oí Victoria, A us­ 
tralia. 
Both of us being Danish subjects, 
and Loth having perm ission f m arry ac­ 
cording to Danish law?, we naturally 
thought th at we m arried, not only w ithin 
the B ritish dom inions, b u t also over the 
rest of the e¿rtl¡, and above all, in our na­ 
tive country, both in civil life and in the 
eyes of the law. Later circumstances caused 
us to m ake an inquiry in D enm ark in or­ 
der to be secured against any uncertainty 
in m atters th at m ight be connected w ith 
inheritance in that country. 
Hence, in a 
letter, dated Sacramento, Cal., Septem ber 
24. 1884, I ¡aid the question before the Dis­ 
trict Judge of the N orthern District of the 
Cir< 
’ 
' Copenhagen, who, however, No­ 
vem ber dtli following, returned me an u n ­ 
m eaning and evasive answer. 
Prom pted 
by this to prosecute m y inquiry, i addressed 
another lettc-r, December 3, Í.H.S4. contain­ 
ing the sam e question—th at of th e validity 
in D enm ark of our m arriage—to the Pre­ 
fect of the Province of Zealand, who did 
not answ er me at all. 
Hence, in another 
letter of March 4, losó. 1 addressed again 
tiie question to the M inistry of Public 
W orship, together w ith a copy of the m ar­ 
riage certificate. 
As after the d a p ' of a suitable tim e I 
did not get an answer from th at authority, 
therefore my last resource was to apply to 
the King. 
In an application, dated June 
15, 1?85, I solicited ids Majesty, through 
t h e -Ministry for Foreign Affairs in Copen­ 
hagen, th at h ■ woui i cause the Ministry of 
Public W orship to answer me. 
i had now 
waited for an answ er Iron: the 4th of 
March to the 15th of June, us already m en­ 
tioned. 
However. I received unexpectedly 
a Consular note from San Francisco that 
transm itted to m e from the Danish M inis­ 
try of Justice which should represent an 
answer. 
It was kept in faithful accord 
with the ancient oracles, as it can lie inter­ 
preted in two ways. 
It runs thus ; 
" The M inistry m ust lim it its statem ent 
to the follow ing: Provided that the m ar­ 
riage thus entered upon by him was law ­ 
fully concluded according to the laws of 
the conn try in which it took place, and 
hence it is n •: entered upon for to concent 
the Danish laws. It is supposed also to be 
recognized as lawful in this co u n try ; but 
th at for the rest no adm inistrative author­ 
ity can give any n cem ent ip this respect 
binding upon the Danish tribunals.” 
This caused me in a letter, dated th e 26th 
ultim o, to address the M inister for Foreign 
Affairs in Denmark, begging his Excellency 
to lay the Consular'.? writing, wLich I re­ 
turn, before his Majezty, at the sam e time 
soliciting his Majesty to recognize the va­ 
lidity of our m arriage by a s¡>ccia¡ edict. 
The m atter then stands thus, and which 
is of interest to all m y countrym en. 
1 re­ 
main in the hope that his Majesty will ac­ 
cord me w hat 1 righteously brg fo r. but 
any one who is m arried outside of Den­ 
m ark, and who lias not taken such steps as 
I have, or who is not already in possession 
oi a royal resolution for the validity of the 
m arriage.is liableto be highly disappointed 
in case of death ami inheritance in Den­ 
m ark; for, as will l>e seen in th e above 
m entioned m inisterial w riting, in which I 
have in vain looked fo ra logical construc­ 
tion, it is left entirely to the Judges to de­ 
cide w hether or not persons in such cir­ 
cumstances are m arried ; or the sentence 
in the m inisterial statem ent—“ and hence 
it is not entered upon for to concern the 
Danish 
laws” — contains m anifestly a 
thought unnatural and sought for. Our 
marriage was actually concluded for " to 
concern Danish laws." 
Marriages conclu­ 
ded, for instance in the Lutheran Uhurcb 
in Germany, cannot, according to this m in­ 
isterial statem ent, w ith certainty expect to 
be legally recognized in D enm ark. 
It 
looks to me as if these Danish authorities 
of our tim e rather endeavor to work 
against family life and social order than 
to protect them . 
I beg to notice th at I 
started this question, as above mentioned, 
on the 24tli of September. 1SS4, and the 
first response I received was the m iniste­ 
rial statem ent on the 24th of June-, 18S5. 
How long a tim e was thus required to be 
informed w hether one is m arried or not! 
W hat unconscionablcncss towards a m an, 
his wife and children ! 
Finally I m ust beg to notice, th at as the 
said marriage certificate shows that the 
parties had perm ission to m arry according 
to Danish laws, the mere declaration before 
the authorities of being m arried ought to 
make any further discussion of the m atter 
superfluous, and irrespective of w hat place 
or under w hat rite the marriage may have 
been celebrated. 
H oping tliis truthful inform ation will 
serve my countrym en abroad, as well as 
others, who may have such interests in 
Denm ark, I rem ain, respectfully,

The desire i..f imitation is a natural hu­ 
man instinct. 
We often see it manifesting 
itself in children, and, indeed, v.e all can 
remember how vre once p’ayed soldier, or 
housekeeping, or opened an imaginary 
store, or rung a bell to 
.11 our playmates 
in from rece?: at a make-believe school. 
Children of a larger growth retain this 
desire of imitation, and hence the drama, 
in which men and women, for their pleas­ 
ure and the pleasure of others, represent 
by words and actions the comedies and the 
tragedies of life. 
So we may find traces of the drama in 
nearly all nations. 
But as we 1-ve rather 
to imitate that which is abeve 
wo find 
the drama in early history r.« ur'shed ¡iio<¿ 
among idolatrous nations. 
They had peo­ 
pled the spiritual world with gods and 
goddesses, formed after the likeness of men 
and women, with like thoughts and pas­ 
sions. only greatly intonsim .1. 
Of course, among the barbarous nations, 
as in Africa, there was not sufficient intel­ 
lectual life to produce the drama, although 
the idolatrous materials were no: wanting. 
On the other hand, among monotheistic 
nations, as the Hebrews and the Persians, 
the materials were lacking, and their higher 
and mure spiritual conception oi religion 
created a distaste for these things. 
But in 
China and India and Greece, where idol­ 
atrous polytheism was system;.;ed ana 
found in connection with high intellectual 
culture, the growth o f the drama was easy, 
rapid, and in Greece very remarkable. 
In 
ail of these countries it was directly con­ 
nected with idolatry. 
On this {/oiit: 1 
quote Donaldson’s ” 3 heater >f tbeureel -• ” 
a standard work published in Bohn's colle­ 
giate series: 
" The dramatic art, wherever it has ex­ 
isted as a genuine product oí the soil, has 
always been connected ir. its origin with 
the religious rites i f an elementary wor­ 
ship; tii.it is, with ti:ose enthusiastic orgies 
which spring from n personification of the 
powers of nature. This was the case ia 
India, and in those parts of Italy where 
scenic entertainments exist-d before the 
introduction of the Greek drama. 
But in 
Greece this was so, not only in the begin­ 
ning, hut as long as the stage existed; and 
the circumstance which gave to the Attic 
drama, its chief strength and its highest 
charms was its continued connection with 
the stale worship of Bacchus, in which j 
both tragedy and comedy took their rise.

The theatrical representations at 
Alliens, even in the days of Bophoclcs and 
Aristophanes, were constituents parts of a 
religi us festival: the theater in which

Kpicharmus *e!!s us 
"there is no dithyramb if you drink 
water.”

The I’haiiic song14, in which comedy 
originated,, according to Aristotle, were 
sung by a procession of revellers in the in­ 
decent rites of the worship of the powers 
of nature, which defiled all the ancient 
heathen nations. Out of this mire o f moral 
..1th the Greek drama rose, and the Greek 
gave birth to the Roman, the Homan to the 
mediaeval and the mediaeval to the modem. 
Du it -. 
of these centuries the drama has 
never been able to get clear of the charge 
of pandering to human passions of which 
it was guilty a*, the beginning in Greece, 
ami of which it is guilty to-day. 
There were, indeed, brilliant light.- in the 
Grecian 
drama, whose influence upon 
the intellectual life of the world has been 
of the highest order, and some whose 
tragedies have bad as good a moral influ­ 
ence as any the world lias ever seen. The 
tragedies of AA :h> lus and .Sophocles, Oflpe- 
. 
Pr 
h< 
; 
tra 
are grand in their conception, and in their 
movement are confessedly among the best 
of the Greek classics. 
That marvelous 
language did its duty well under those 
masters, 
and 
their exquisite use 
of 
words, 
the 
complicated 
meters, 
the 
strophes arid antistrophea are I tie wonder 
of nt-: dern scholarship. 
Iff 
-Uscliylns’ 
" Prometheus" and Hopiiocic ' " Klectr.Y no 
more represent the kind of {¡lays ordina­ 
rily presented on the Greek stage than 
Shakespeare’s 
' H am let” represents the 
kind of plays ordinarily presented on the 
modern stage. 
The intellectual influence of the Greek 
drama upon civilization, both ancient and 
modern, was undoubtedly very great, and 
of a bigh order, but the moral influence of 
the Greek drama wa? bad, both at the time 
and up.on subsequent history. 
/Bsc!íylus 
grew up in a vineyard, got his first inspira­ 
tion irom the spectacles at Athens in honor 
of Dionysius, which were drunken, licen­ 
tious orgies, and he him self is charged with 
habits of intemperance. 
Cicero refers to 
irophocles in a way to indicate him to have 
been a profligate man. 
In Euripides, the third great tragedian Of 
ti c Greeks, the drama already began to do­ 
'. ue. In the comedies of Aristophanes, 
winch are satires on the vices of the day, 
the most vulgar sentiments are freely ex- 
;.-r ",-ed, end -u the Greek drama, like a 
brilliant meteor, flash-d upon the world, 
ami tii- 
returned to the general moral 
darkness out. of which it came. The gross- 
wt immoralitiia were not only tolerated, 
but demanded by the people, and tb< very 
garments of the actors were made to con­ 
tribute to the generai effect. 
In a word, the Greek 
lagc was sim ply 
the platform on w hich Greek polytheism 
displayed itself in a'i the forms of hum an 
passion, and the stage became thus a prin­ 
cipal cause of the moral decay of the Greek 
people. 
The Roman dram a was largely borrowed 
iron the Greek, and never grew into intel­ 
lectual prom inence before the worid. Many 
of their tragedies are lost, but scholars do 
not grieve over it. 
Wc have the comedies 
of Plautus and Terence ana some others. 
M orally the Roman dram a became worse 
than the Greek. The plots of Terence em ­ 
brace alm ostalw ays the adventures of prof­ 
ligates and courtesans, and they are unfit 
to be represented before a respectable audi­ 
ence. In the later days of the Roman 
dram a it? degradation became dreadful. 
The actors were not only debarred Roman 
citizenship, but were shut out from respect­ 
able society, and Trajan banished them 
altogether from Rome. 
One o f the worst 
insults the Em peror Nero offered to his 
high office and to the Roman people was 
that he appeared as an actor on the stage 
of the theater. A nd yet the more degraded, 
m orally , the dram a became, the more 
wildly did the people rush in crowds to 
the play. 
A.W . Schlegel, the'em inent German p h i­ 
losopher and translator of Shakespeare, in 
his general survey of the dram a, says: 
' Am ong the Rom ans the fine art.- were in­ 
troduced only as a corrupting article of 
luxury, both betokening and accelerating 
the degeneracy of the times. This luxury 
they carried out on so large a scale, in re­ 
spect of the theatre, that perfection in essen­ 
tials must have been neglected in the rage 
for meretricious accessories.” 
In Greece only men were allowed on the 
stage in the better times, but in Rome at 
one tim e there were 3,000 actresses. 
Some 
of the oensors had pulled down the theaters 
and Pompeiux placed a tem ple of Venus 
over one th at he built, lest it should share 
a like fate. 
W e m ust conclude th at the in: 
fluence of the Roman theater upon Roman 
civilization was intellectually and m orally 
bad ; that it was one of the chief causes of 
the effeminacy of the Roman people, and 
of the decline and fall of the Roman E m ­ 
pire. 
The Chrietian Church, in the beginning, 
set its influence against these abom ina­ 
tions. 
Scblegel says: 
“ Europe, in _ the 
m iddle ages, knew not the dram a. 
Upon 
the introduction of Christianity the old 
dramas of the Greeks and Romans were 
set aside, partly because they had reference 
to heathen ideas, partly because they had 
degenerated into shameless immorality.” 
In this opposition the Church had been 
preceded by th# best of the heathen moral­ 


ists them selves. In the reign of Charles I. of 
England an English w riter m ade a “ cata­ 
logue of authorities against the stage,” 
w hich “ includes alm ost every nam e of 
em inence in the heathen and Christian 
world. 
It com prehends the united tes­ 
tim ony of the 
Jew ish 
and 
Christian 
Churches, the deliberate act? of fifty-four 
ancient and modern general, national and 
provincial councils and synods, both of the 
Eastern and W estern churches, the con­ 
dem natory sentence of svvcnty-oae ancient 
fathers and 150 modern Catholic and Prot­ 
estant writer,?.” [H errick Johnson’s "P lain 
Talk A bout the Theater.”] 
In the m iddle ngos wo hear little of 
the 
dram a, except the m iracle 
plays, 
and 
may 
us 
well 
leap 
at 
once 
to 
the * age 
of 
Queen 
Elizabeth, 
when Silakesp-are came upon ti.e stage, 
the brightest star of the Kngli-h firmam ent, 
the central sun of a constellation which 
then suddenly burst upon the world, tjpcn- 
si-r, Greene, Merlo wo, Shakespeare, Beau­ 
m ont, Fletcher. Ben 
Jons :u, these are 
nam es which “ were not horn to die,” unit 
by theiriiifiuenco in a few years the dram a 
in England grew from nothing to hold the 
principal place in English eyes, and Elisa­ 
beth was, of course, its chief patron, 
it 
w as the m ost brilliant age of English 
history, and its intellectual influence upon 
the Civilization of the world will never 
cease. 
B ut the m oral influence of the Eliza­ 
bethan drum u was the sam e as had !-. n 
experienced in Greece aad Rome, 
it di i 
not im prove by th at experience. 
The 
moral character of the plays presented was 
often very high, but more often it was very 
low. T he 1 
constellation was itself 
not spotless, and it soon gave place to a 
show er 
of 
sulphurous 
meteors. 
But, 
thanks to the strength of the English peo­ 
ple, they soon rebelled against the corrup­ 
tions of tiie stage. They saw it was enerva- 
tin • their character as a nation. 
Elizabeth 
herself, the Queen oi the dram a, died in 
despair, fooling her lust days aw ay with 
drosses and jew elry, and the English peo­ 
ple took alarm . A great reform ation in 
morals arose, and the English Puritans 
succeeded to the English dram atis:» in con­ 
trolling the nation. The Bibb supplanted 
Shakespeare in the house, and the worship 
of God in th e church drew the people away 
from the play in the theater. 
Greece and 
Rome Lad no Piole, mid they went to de­ 
cay. 
England 1/ad a Bible, and’ she read it 
and wus saved. 
O f this tim e J. R. Green speaks as follows 
in his history of the English peo p le: 
“ The exrli.T dram atists, such a- Nash, 
Pearl, Kyd, Green and M ¡riowe. were, for 
the most part, poor, and reckless in their 
poverty; wild ¡tv:-r?, defiant , f law «.r 
i-omni-m fame, in revolt against tiie re­ 
ligion und usages of the:; day, ‘ath eists' 
in gen at tii repute, 'b o lt.mg Me- a fur a 
juggler,' haunting the breth. 1 and the ale­ 
house, or dying «tarred, o: in tavern braw l?.

was the building of Plym outh Rock into 
the foundation of the Ann rican republic.

A'< V'-vi, Tii-it it be and Is hereby earnestly 
recommended to the several -rates, to itke the 
most effective measures for the encouragement 
thereof, and the suppression oi theatrical enter­ 
tainment.?, hors • racing, pamlr.L". :.ed such other 
divers ons as are produetivecf idhmes*, dissipa­ 
tion, and a general d pravity of principles and 
manikrs. 
A hundred year? later and we have the 
stage of to-day. 
W hat is it? 
I know that 
Shakespeare iff- still the standard, and that 
his reputation has held up the dram a won- 
derfuiiy, b at Shakespeare's plays arc sel­ 
dom represented on the stage nowadays, 
for the sim ple rc -r.b that they do no t draw 
m e crowd and will not f.ay the manager. 
Shakespeare’s influence upon m odem civi­ 
lizan- >n is wonderful, but his throne-room 
is the library, and not the public theater. 
Edwin Booth built a magnificent ten:pie in 
New York for the “ legitim ate dram a.” but 
it cost him his fortune, passed out of his pos- 
3f?,iion, and is now open to a very different 
class of plays. 
A dram atic writer in a large and widely- 
circulated paper, the Philadelphia /Vex-.-, 
about tw o years ago, m ade the following 
confession : 
“ The stage has reached that 
point of degradation which L'r. Jonson 
deprecated and which Byron deplored, and 
which Mr B.wcieault and the m anager of 
Drury Lane have so lately avowed and in ­ 
dorsed in the colum ns of tb" London Tirncf; 
yes,sham efully and defiantly indorsed, their 
argum ent being, that, as the standard dram a 
will not draw, s cnething else m ust. 
Ami 
th e m ountebanks arc not very particular 
w hat that ‘ som ething else ' shall be, pro­ 
vided always th at the public and the luws 
of the land will tolerate their disgraceful 
descent into 
the 
riarke«t ages of the 
dram a, 
when 
the stags was a place 
for the 
orgies 
of 
satyrs, 
and 
its 
songs were the m usic of infernal sirens.’ 
Olive Logan, who comes of a theatrical 
family, but who left the stage for the more 
genial walks of literature, still, however, 
rem aining a professed friend of the institu­ 
tion, wrote in 1475 : " I stay in Boston long 
enough to note that, in the late W om an’s 
Convention there, a ladv related the trials 
of a young friend of her'?, who w ent upon 
the stage and endured insult and wicked­ 
ness from managers. 
The same lady cor­ 
roborated m y own observations with the 
statem ent th at managers look upon the 
girls they employ as women of the town,

’ 
I can advise no honorable, self- 
respectine w om an to turn to the stage for 
support, with its demoralizing influences, 
which seen: to be growing stronger and 
stronger day by day, where the greatest re­ 
wards arc won by a set ot brazen-faced 
clog-dancing creatures, w ith dyed yellow 
hair and padded limb?., who have come 
here in droves from across the ocean.” 
The New Y ork E \m \ng Pott, in an edito­ 
rial about two years ago, on “ Our Stage, as 
It Is,” speaks th u s : " There has probably 
been a greater mass of meretricious rub­ 
bish set on the New York stage d u r­ 
ing 
the 
last 
ten 
years 
than 
d u r­ 
ing the whole of its existence. 
W e do not, 
of course, refer solely to pieces th at appeal 
to the better instructs, but to th e whole 
body of sensational or emotional products 
—to the feverish slop of a French m elo­ 
dram a, etc.” 
H . F. Boynton, a friend of the theater,

A C rem atory ior P hiladelphia. 
A crem atory to co-t $40,000, and to he 
situated w ithin am ple grounds in this city, 
is to is; erected this fall. T he schem e is in 
the hands of a stock company of which Dr. 
Berthold Troutm an is ITt -¡dent, and uffi- 
cient m oney lias been sub-cribed to insure 
the success of the plan. 
Eleven acres of 
ground near M anayunk have been secured, 
arid the plans for the building are now 
being draw n by W m. (iette, the architect. 
These j dans contém plate a beautiful chapel, 
after the old Greek style, the pilasters, 
bases, columns, and architraves to tie of 
granite, and the wails of brick. 
The roof 
will be surm ounted by a cupola, and both 
covered with copper. The building will be 
100 leet by *0 feet. 
The eujioia will be 
surm ounted by an Angel of Peace fifteen 
feet high, of solid bronze. 
W ithin the 
walls oí’ this beautiful structure will be a 
chapel roomy enough to accommodate a 
large funeral party. T he catafalque upon 
which the eotiin will rest during the cere­ 
monies will be so arranged that when 
the servici s are over it can be lowered 
to the flour beneath, upon which will 
be the crem atory furnace. This will be 
m anufactured by Phillips, and will be 
w hat is known as an incinerating furnace, 
w ith regenerating gas firing. 
It will be 
large enough to burn two bodies at once. 
The crematory room will be 10 feet high, 
and supnlied with every possible conveni­ 
ence. 
Upon the chapel floor there will be 
a cham ber for the ruvplion of the dead; 
m il in order that the relatives m ay be con­ 
vinced that life is really extinct the apart­ 
m ents wiil be provided w ith electrical ap­ 
pliances, so tlint the slightest movem ent in 
the coffin will sound an alarm to the watch­ 
man. 
Here the corpse m ay rem ain for 
three days if thought necessary. 
W ithin 
the chapel there will be ten .thousand 
places ot sepulchre for the ashes of the cre­ 
mated. The grounds will be laid out in 
keeping with the buildings w hich art* to be 
erected, and there will be lots laid off for 
burial of the (load as in other cemeteries, 
so that those who dislike the idea of cre­ 
m ation may bury their friends in the o r­ 
thodox way. 
A very large num ber of in­ 
fluential gentlemen are interested in the 
schem e.—[ 1 'hihulelphia Ucc* >rd.

The very first th in g for any one who lias 
exhausted him self by m ental work, or one 
who lias been born weak and irritable, is 
to furnish Iiis brain with sufficient food to 
either repair the damage it lias sustained, 
or to build it up into strong, healthy con­ 
dition. Such persons usually suffer from 
nervous dyspepsia. 
T heir stomachs are in ­ 
adequate *tu the task of digesting the food 
put into them . 
Owing to the deficient 
nerve-jxiwer of the individual, it lies there 
unacted upon by the gastric juice lieeause 
there is either none o ra n insufficient quan­ 
tity to have any power. 
The food, instead 
of helping to renew the body and the nerv­ 
ous system w ith the rest, undergoes fer­ 
m entation. and tlvc body it should nourish 
starves. The person i» in a worse state 
than if the food bad no t been eaten, for the 
ferm entation develops acids and gases. 


Nervons people* m ay get all the fat they 
need out of sugar and starch, but it is bet­ 
ter for those whose digestive organs me 
very weak, or whose nerves are in a highly 
sensitive condition, to get it from the an i­ 
mal kingdom than to compel their en­ 
feebled 
stom achs, intestines 
and pan­ 
creas to create it out of -tarch and sugar. 
[ Good bread, with plenty of sweet butter, is 
an excellent food for the nerves. 
Peopl 
troubled with insom nia, nervous starting 
from sleep and sensations of falling can bo 
cured by lim iting them selves to a diet of 
m ilk alone for a time. 
I mean m ilk and 
nothing else. An adult requires three pints 
or two quarts daily, taking a pint for a 
meal. 
People with weak nerves require 
usually a larger quantity of w ater than 
those whose brains and nerves are strong. 
It aids in the digestion of food by m aking 
il soluble, and seems to have a direct tonic 
effect. A quart *>r two of water—not iced— 
m ay be drunk in twenty-four hours in cold 
weather, and in the sum m er twice as m uch. 
H ot water should never be taken into tiie 
stomach, for nothing is more relaxing to it. 
W ith proper eating and drinking we should 
have fewer broxen-down, nervous wrecks 
and far more vigorous intellects. Thepros- 
ent hum an species cannot elim inate flesh 
from its food and am ount to a row of pins. 
The notion that nothing but. vegetables 
should be eaten is one that is apt to over­ 
take persons som ewhere in life, but •» 
usually passes away, am i is due, as \ said 
before, to som e disorganization. The fancy 
is more apt to assail the young than the 
middle-aged, and females more frequently 
than males. 
A nervous, sickly girl of 21 
was put under m y care about eight m onths 
ago. 
I found out that she liad im bibed 
that notion, and practiced it for about a 
year. 
I lim ited her diet to so mueli meat 
per meai and a sm ail quantity of bread and

fruit, w ith a pint of m ilk.

know she was the same girl if you had seen 
her then and saw her now. 
All of that, ab­ 
surdity has left her w ith her growth of 
strength and nerve power.

to it." 


W h a t R e c o m e s o f t h e D e a d ? 
If we follow the process of decay which 
take- place iu the grave, it will be found 
that living organisms take part in the 
decay of the buried body ju st as they do 
w hen beef or m utton is consum ed by a 
m an. 
In absolutely pure air lie.sb does not 
decay, and is. in fact, preserved for an 
indefinite tim e. 
But air is very seldom 
absolutely pure, for in it are an infinite 
num ber of floating micro-organisms, either 
as spores o r fully developed. On the tops 
of m ountains these organisms, w hich are 
nam ed bacilli, bacteria, or micrococci, are 
sparsely found. 
In the air ot the country 
they arc com m on, in that of towns they 
abound, over sewers or above churchyards 
they jiositively sw arm . 
W hat are they? 
Are they plants or anim als? 
This is a question that science has not 
yet decided. Chemists are inclined to con­ 
sider them anim als of a very low type, be­ 
cause anim als are chiefly engaged ¡11 per 
forming analytical functions, thut is, pull­ 
ing organic m atter to pieces, w hile plants 
C 
erform 
synthetical 
functions, th at is, 
tiilding up complex organic m atter out of 
sim ple materials, for example, molding 
organism s out of carbonic acid, water anil 
am m onia. 
Nqw, the g n a t function of 
these micro-organisms which piny such an 
im portant partin the economy of the world 
is to convert potential energy into actual 
energy, or. to put it more sim ply, to con­ 
vert 
passive 
affinities into active af­ 
finities. 
In 
organized 
m atter there is 
for a tim e the repose of the chemical 
attractions of 
those 
four 
elem ents— 
carbon, hydrogen, nitrogen and oxygen, 
which constitute the great bulk of the 
body. 
'The micro-organisms are engaged 
in th e resolution of the dead body into 
those active forms of chem ical e n e rg y - 
carbonic acid, water and am m onia. W hen 
these innum erable little beings have free 
play they are the greatest benefactors to the 
hum an race, for they are the m ost powerful 
of all scavengers, and they purify air, water 
and soil so us to render them tit for the liv­ 
ing. 
But if you oppose their free action by 
restricting their access by shutting out the 
free circulation of air necessary to tlit-ir iife 
functions they become intensely m alignant 
in their character, the true vampires of the 
dead, for they fly about planting themselves 
in the blood of the living ami producing 
our well-known epidemic discuses — zy­ 
motic or “ filth" diseases. 
in the fluids of patients siilh riyg from 
such diseases these micro-organisms swarm. 
M ankind has only recently recognized bow 
m uch we owe to the micro-organisms. 
W ine and beer are produced by their 
agency; by them vinegar is formed; by 
them we get those vast beds of saltpetre or 
nitre which is one of the forms into which 
they convert decaying ¡natter. 
O ur ances­ 
tors used to five with rushes on the floors. 
W hen the rushes became filthy new ones 
were put on the top. and frequently ac­ 
cum ulated to considerable thickness. Then 
the dreaded "petrenten" of the King came 
ami insisted 011 digging up the clay floor 
which had become saturated w ith saltpetre 
formed by these busy micrococci, in order 
to save the inhabitants from pestilence pro­ 
duced by their filthy habits. These little 
organisms, w hether they m ay be plants or 
anim als, are infinite benefactors to the h u ­ 
man race or terrible scourges, according as 
man is obedient to the wise laws of the 
Creator.—[Hir

T h e B oats ok G o ld.—The Museum of 
Northern A ntiquities in C o p e n h ag en has 
just been enriched by a rem arkable dis­ 
covery m ade at a sm all place near Tbisted, 
on the west coast of Jutland. D enm ark. 
Two men digging in a gravel ¡.it in the 
neighborhood of an old burial m ound, 
called T hor's Mound, struck an earthen 
vessel w ith their picks, disclosing a num ­ 
ber of gold pieces. 
On exam ination it was 
found that an earthen vessel of about seven 
inches diam eter at the brim, and covered 
with a flat stone, had been buried about a 
foot and a half below the surface, and this 
had contained about a 
hundred 
iittle 
golden boats, curiously worked, varying 
in size front 
to 41 inches. A gunwale and 
frames of thin strips of bronze had first 
been formed, and these had been covered 
with thin gold piatv». some of which were 
further ornam ented with impressions of 
concentric rings. 
The boats, of which only 
a few are in a fair state of preservation, are 
tapered at both ends, and resemble the Da­ 
n ish fishing (raft of the present day. This 
discovery, which may be regarded'as a de­ 
posited treasure of votive offerings, and be­ 
longs doubtless to the close of the bronze 
age. proves th at frame-built vessels were al­ 
ready know n at that time, and that m an 
was not satisfied with the liollowed-out 
trunks of trees. 
The gold of which these 
little fishing models are composed was 
valued at £27, which am ount, together with 
a gratuity, has been forwarded to the find­ 
ers. who arc both poor m en.—[Chambers’ 
Journal.

T h e " Ca pert terry R ib fe. 
The new reading of the fifth verse of the* 
twelfth chapter of Ecclesiastes in the re­ 
vised version is creating widespread discus­ 
sion in England, and some of the irrever- 
end wits have already liegun to character­ 
ize the ver-ioi* us the " 1 aperberry" Bible. 
In the old version this verse reads. "A lso 
when they shall be afraid of that w hich is 
high, and fears shall he in the way. and the 
alm ond tree shall flourish, and the grass 
hopjier shall he a burden and d/fire shall 
fail: because m an goeth to his long hom e 
and the mourners go about the street.” 
In 
the substitution of " eaperberry" for " d e ­ 
sire" the enemies of the new version have 
found a vantage ground for caricature and 
sneering criticism . 
The friends of th ere- 
vised version, however, come up gallantly 
to the defense of the “ eaperberry," and 
m ake a strong point by show ing that the 
word in the original is and mentis "capers 
and nothing else. 
Dean Plum jitre sends a 
letter to the Dondon Tiroes, which states 
the authorities for its use. _ The word ren­ 
dered " eaperberry" does not occur else­ 
where in the Biblical Hebrew, but does fre­ 
quently in the Talm ud, and uniform ly 
with the sense “ eaperberry." 
The word is 
also translated "caper" in the Bejituagint 
and the Vulgate, show ing that the Jew s of 
Alexandria two hundred years before Christ 
and those of Palestine four hundred years 
after assigned this m eaning to it. which 
gives it the authority of six continuous cen­ 
turies. 
He further shows that alm ost all 
the comm entators adopt this meaning, and 
that “ desire" first appears as a guess or 
paraphrase in Luther. 
As to the m eaning 
f the passage the Dean says: 
" It finds a parallel in the language of 
Shakespere. 
As lago savs that ‘nor poppy 
nor m andragora’ shall bring hack sleep to 
the brain that is maddened with suspicion, 
so the preacher, in describing the failing 
powers of old age, puts in as the finishing 
touch that the most pungent stim ulant to 
appetite shall fail to rouse it. 
It is quite in 
accordance with the context that that fact 
should be individualized by the ‘ caper,’ a- 
other facts had been by the •alm ond tree’ 
and th e ‘grasshopper.’ 
Jt would not have 
been in accordance with it that those nat­ 
ural objects should have been followed by 
a vague abstract like ‘ desire.’ ’’ 
A nother correspondent writes to the 
Tr:* .tak in g substantially the sam e view 
as Dean Plum ptre. H e says the Scptuugint 
gives the Greek word “ Kapparis, ’ which 
the vulgate reproduces in ” (’ajvpari», that 
is tiie caper, or Capraria spinout of the bot­ 
anists. 
H e says: 
1 
“ The pickled caper of modern cookery 
:ire the buds of the shrub, but the berries 
and leaves are reported to possess the same 
virtues. 
Hence, one of tin* epicures in 
Athen us taki - ‘ Ne ton K apparin' (by the 
caper D as a favorite oath, just us some 
modern g urtnct might swear by some fa­ 
vorite sauce. ’ 
The friends of the caper evidently have 
the ■ st o f the argum ent. II the opponents 
could find 110 iiiuit with the grasshopper or 
alm ond tree in the old version, which cer­ 
tainly are nut w ry clear in their m eaning 
at first sight, they ought 1 ot to find fault 
with the capers, whose application is much 
more intelligible. 
It is certainly easier to 
understand that the eaperberry lias no 
longer any virtue in stim ulating a person 
tlxm to ascertain what connection the flour­ 
ishing condition of an alm ond tree or the 
fact that grasshoppers are burdensome has 
to do w ith one’s personal comfort, unless 
the hoppers come in the Kansas ami < Plo­ 
rado style. Capers nowadays give out at 
a very early period as a stim ulant. Curry 
powder or cayenne popper would have been 
more intelligible still, lint perhaps the ca­ 
pers of the early Jew s were more pungent 
than they arc nowadays, or the modern 
m ania for adulteration m ay substitute peas, 
nasturtium seeds, or other cheap truck lor 
the true caper. 
The real point at issue, 
however, is what the word means, and if it 
means e&perberries why not use it ? "Why 
say “ desire?"—[Chicago Tribune.

T he Governm ent of tlie v nited .-'tates 


lias the right and has frequently exercised 
it, to forbid acts tending to injure or de­ 


stroy navigable rivers or harbors, or to 


impair Governm ent works, turn should do 


so prom ptly in th e ease of the Sacramento 
river, 
if it begins to construct pier-, or 
sink cribs, or build breakwaters in a har­ 
bor, it invariably extends it.- strong arm to 
prevent any one from assaulting these works 
directly or indire tly. by practices that wiil

It forbids any one to ob­ 
struct its m ail transport: it punishes with 
severity whoever attem pts to bar the pass­ 
age to any of its harbor-; it visits its se­ 


verity upon whoever injures ;*r destroys 
its public work-, 
lit -hurt, by appeal to 
Court and jury, as well as by the exercise 
o f its own supreme power, it may and does 


guard all public work in w hich it en­ 


gages, and has done so over and again 
upon the lakes ami river- of the V» est, 
where it has expended large sums in im ­ 


proving navigation. 
Now, it must be clear to the Call that if 


we can induce tiie * Government to aid us in 
rendering powerless for injury the agency 


that is destroying navigation, it i- a right 
and proper thing to do. especially as the 


Governm ent has been wofully g u ilty in 


perm itting the river to reach its present 


state o f degeneracy. 


N*. whatever the period of tim e that 


m ay elapse before hydraulic m ining can 


he w holly prevented from depositing its 
slum s in the rivers and tributaries, we hold 


that it is tlie proper thing to do to memo­ 


rialize the Governm ent w ith vigor and 
[xwsisteney to com e to the aid of the peo­ 


ple. 
If it once «loes -o, and orders the 
river cleared, its channel rectified, and the 


retention o f m enacing sands, it w ill cer­ 


tainly accompany its resolution w ith a 
mandate that hydraulic miners shall not 


put new deposits behind its works, shall 


not pour in oil at the back of the grate 


w hile it quenches the fiame in fro n t; shall 
not, indeed, do the very acts 
which we 


are now invoking the aid of tlie Courts to 


prevent. 
F in ally, we are solicitous that th e G ov­ 


ernm ent shall use the sum, now in excess 
of §200,000, appropriated for improvement 
of the navigation of the river, and in such 


a way as to be an efficient aid to the peo­ 
ple in their effort to prevent total destruc­ 


tion of the stream by the process of h y ­ 
draulic m ining, and w ithout givin g license 
or consent in any way to the continuation 


o f system s of m ining -ettled by the Courts 


to be unlawful. 


CO-EDUCATION 


T he Chicago 'Tribune i« strongly opposed 


to bringing boys and girl- together even in 
village or rural schools, and declares that 
r.o good argum ent can he advanced in sup­ 
port of th e poli v.

and intrigue." 
“ T his 
utterance,'' savs 


the O ’irrm t, “ from a journal of such great 


influence, w ill 
doubtless provoke much 
discussion. 
S; .me o f the most important 


educational institutions in tiie W est are 
con d u ct^ on the 
-educational principle, 
and have long passed tlie experim ental 
stage, so that their prosperous existence is 
at l-oi't primn facie evidence that co-educa­ 


tion is not harm ful.” 
But the Ch r rent 
knows that all prim a facie evidence is 
“ one-sided." 
It is susceptible t * rebuttal. 


A s a m atter of fact, nothing in educational 


evolution passes its experim ental stage. 
As yet, at least, we have not reached per­ 
fection, and 
he who claim s it is rash 
indeed. 
Now, as m atter o f i'a* t, it has not 


been shown conclusively anyw here that 
the educational 
progre.-- o f the sexes, 
where tutored together, is the result of 
inter-dependency. 
It has never been es- 


tnbli-hed positively just what progressive 
movement on tlie part of the lad in school 


i- due to the fact that the miss occupies 


an adjacent seat. 
But it can lie shown, 
and has l*€en shown, just what amount of 


danger there i- in the m ingling o f fledg­ 
lings in schools, especially in th is day, 
when fathers and m other- so largely leave 


the ehilil to find out, as best he «>r sire 
may, those tilings which should he dis­ 


closed to it by the parent. 
H aving been 
friendly to tIto t'o-cduealion of the seres, 


maturer thought and broader observation 


lias led us to doubt the theory and suspect 


the practice. 
G iven, that the moral and 


home restraints and influences were what 
they should he, and doubt would he re­ 
moved. 
But, “ as things are," 
we are 
doubting if co-ed neat ion o f the sexes is 


essential to the progress o f either.

organizer and a disciplinarian, and wise 


enough to know the world and m ingle w ith 


it to just the right exten t, he should tie 
secured. 
But such men are very, very 
rare. 
If th e new President 
is only a 


scholar, he w ill fail to fill the office. 
If 
he is so h ig h ly cultured as to make him 


exclusive anil 
to rem ove him from the 
world, he w ill not answer. 
If he is, on 
the other hand, so strict an execu tive of­ 


ficer that he can never reach tayond tlie 
U niversity grounds, ho w ill be a failure. 
In fact, the successful President must he 


one w ho can adapt him self to California 
and it- people, who w ill come to his work 
w ith the broad idea in view that the U ni­ 
versity is State work, and ha-, or should 


have, an intim ate relation to all the peo­ 
ple, an*l especially the producing classes. 
H e should not he a one-idea man, nor one 
w ith his opinions regarding university 
schemes unalterably fixed. 
H e should he 


one w ho b elieves in th e progression and 
expansion o f the university work. 
H e 
should be a man in sym pathy with the 


buoyancy of youth, but not unm indful of 
its follies and extravagances. 
It i- prefer­ 


able that a niau be chosen w ith the world 


before rather than behind him , at least, if 
not in years, in the freshness and am bition 


of his m ental and intellectual qualities.

vigor w hich w ill make it respected and 


feared. 
T he 
moral effect w ill be to 


strengthen th e cause of restriction in tlie 


U nited States. One peculiar feature of the 


Dom inion statute is that it declares against 
the Chinese laborers, no m atter from what 


port they h ail. 
It is nut the nationality 


but the race against w hich the bars are 
put up. 
It w ill be left open to tio plea 


that the im m igrant hails from a British 


jiort, and is a British subject. 
I f he is 


Chinese by birth, and a coolie laborer, he 


mu?t pay the $50 tax before he can be 


landed, and even then must subm it to reg­ 


istration and a full description o f his per­ 


son being taken down.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


The Pioneer M ills. 
T he m anufacture o f llonr in this city is 
one o f the leading industries, three m ills 
being engaged in the business, that em ploy 
a large num ber o f m en, ami produce annu­ 
a lly over $1,500,000 worth o f flour. 
The 
Pioneer ¡louring m ills, one o f th e largest 
and m ost popular institutions o f the kind 
in the State, was established here in 1854. 
For m ore than thirty years these m ills 
have m aintained an enviable reputation for 
their flour, always keeping pace w ith the 
im provem ents o f the tim es. 
During the 
past w inter the m ills were rebuilt, and fur­ 
nished with the full patent roller process. 
N o expense having been spared to insure 
perfection in all details, largely increasing 
their capacity, they thus made one of the 
largest and m ost com plete flour m ills in the 
country. 
T he use o f the roller process of 
m aking flour, as distinguished from the old 
process, in w hich the wheat was ground 
between stones, is becom ing alm ost uni­ 
versal. 
By the stone process, if any o f the 
im purities in the w heat were ground as 
tine as the flour, there were no m eans 
or separatipg 
them 
afterwards, as they 
w ould 
pass 
through 
the

that w hich is ground by the stone process, 
flo u r thus made will yield more pounds 
o f bread to the barrel; it requires more 
m oisture in m ixing, and the bread will 
keep sweet and m oist several days, 
it is 
also nutritious and healthy, and is abso­ 
lutely pure, nothing but the choice'! wheat 
being used in its m anufacture. 
By this 
im proved new roller process they extract 
from the w heat all its nutritious qualities, 
instead of letting them go into the inferior 
grades o f flour, as is the ease tinder the old 
process if m illing. 
At the sam e tim e this 
flour w ill m ake the whitC't and lightest 
loaf o f bread, being the best and healthiest 
H our 
can be made.

T ile E cam p raen t 
a t S an ta Cruz and 
M atters R ela tin g T h ereto . 
Certain matter- relative to the approach­ 
ing encam pm ent have been decided within 
the iis-i week, which enables interested 
parties to set to work m aking definite ar­ 
rangem ents. 
Brigade 
and 
regim ental 
orders are yet to be issued, and before this 
is done it w ill be necessary to receive from 
General Turnbull the daily routine o f cam p 
duties. 
Many o f the friends o f the Sacra­ 
m ento. W oodland and Nevada City m ili­ 
tary. will attend the encam pm ent, and spe­ 
cial excursion tickets will he issued for 
their accommodation, covering the period 
o f the encam pm ent. 
The probability now 
is, that no tents will he ailow ed inside the 
lines other than sufficient to accom m odate 
the officers 
and 
m en. 
T he regiment, 
accom panied by the brigade officers, will 
leave this city at 11:50 a . m . via Stockton 
and San Jose, and w ill arrive at Santa Cruz 
at 7 o’clock on the evening o f August 15th. 
Captain Ilapp, com m anding Com pany C, 
at Nevada City, w ill arrive in Sacramento 
that m orning at 10:20, and Captain Casler, 
with Company 1‘. W oodland, w ill get heiv 
at 7 a . m.. if arrangements are m ade to 
have the com pany com e this way. 
In 
order to accom plish this, the com pany, or 
the regiment, wii* have to pay $1 per man 
extra for Company F. to bring it from 
D avisville to Sacramento, as the State w ill 
allow m ileage via Benicia only, thereby 
saving $1 per man.

and return has been fixed at $5 lor the m il­ 
itary and their friends, hut those friends 
go on the sam e train and return. 
Excur­ 
sión tickets good for any day w ill be issued 
at about $7 for the round trip. 
A ll com ­ 
pany baggage w ill be carried free, and two 
cars will be placed at the disposal o f officers 
w ho m ust be m ounted, for the transporta­ 
tion o f horses. 
T he State w ill pay trans­ 
portation for only 35 men and officers to 
each com pany. 
A ll over that must he paid 
for by the regim ent in com pany, at the rate 
o f $3 per m an for the round trio. 
T he 
com panies o f the First A rtillery w ill take 
4o m en each, since each man up to 40 w ill 
draw SI 25 per day for subsistence, and tiie 
per diem w ill pay the fare o f rhe five extra 
men and subsist them also, or nearly so. 
But it w ill not pay to take m ore than

subsistence for all over ihat num ber. 
The 
Chico 
Guard. Captain 
Batchelder, will 
arrive here at 10 o’clock a. m.. August 15th, 
and go on to cam p with the regim eiit. 
Captain Batchelder writes that forty-five o f 
his m en have already signified their w ill­ 
ingness to see the cam paign through. 
He 
w ill no doubt have a tine com pany. 
The 
Fresno com pany and tw o from Stockton 
w ill tie picked up en route, so that General 
t'arey w ill enter Santa Cruz with ten com ­ 
panies o f iiis brigade, and w ill be able to 
m ake a tine show ing, as he w ill be the first 
to arrive. 
A ll sutlers’ privileges in each 
brigade w ill be in charge o f Colonels o f 
regim ents in that brigade. 
There w ill be 
grand guard m ount by brigades every day. 
and brigade dress parade in the evening. 
Battalion drills will be held every m orning, 
and brigade drill and other cerem onies in 
the afternoon, giving the men a rest o f five 
hours, or thereabouts, at midday.

guard will be so arranged that each man 
will serve as a sentinel twenty-four hours 
at least during the encam pm ent. 
The 
drum corps will not be in camp, n o allow ­ 
ance being made for it. but the num ber in 
the band has been increased to eighteen 
m en, w hich w ill give the regim ent the best 
band in camp, in all likelihood. 
A detail 
o f men in charge o f the Quartermaster 
w ill be sent on in advance to pitch the 
tents forjthe Fourth. Brigade. 
H orses w ill 
go in advance aiso. 
A four-page pocket card has been printed, 
containing valuable inform ation for senti­ 
nels. 
These will be distributed am ong the 
m embers of the regim ent, and should be 
studied carefully. 
II its teachings arecom - 
plied with there w ill not be m any m istakes 
made by the sentries o f die First Artillery. 
Com pany com manders should ascertain as 
soon as possible w ho their cam p party of 
forty m en are to he, ami also how many 
extra tickets each w ill require tor friends 
w ho are to accom pany them , and report to 
the com m ander o f the regim ent. 
Officers 
should study diligently all duties w hich 
they arc lik ely to be called upon to per­ 
form. particularly guard duties, and the 
handling o f divisions at 
battaiion and 
brigade drills. 
T hey should also exact re­ 
spect from their m en, and insist on being 
addressed properly. 
It does not sound 
w ell, nor speak very high ly for the discip­ 
line of a com pany, to hear the men address 
their Captain or Lieutenant as “ Bill," 
" D ic k ” or “ Jim ," and n o m an w ho re­ 
spects him self, or w ho has any regard for 
the fitness o f tilings, will address an officer 
in this manner. 
The city com panies presented a very line 
appearance at "dress parade’’ 
Tuesday 
evening. and the galleries were packed with 
pleased spectators. 
Com m issioned officers, 
guides and lile closers should know what to 
do with the -word or rifle during the execu­ 
tion o f the m anual at dross parade. 
The 
tactics is very dear on the subject. 
It is 
unpleasant to have to correct errors before 
such a larire audience, but extrem e m eas­ 
ures m ust be resorted to occasionally in or­ 
der to bring som e officers to a realization of 
what is required o f them . 
Captain Hall 
had com m and of his com pany (G ! at dress 
parade, and got through w ithout error. He 
is painstaking and thorough so far as he 
has studied, and, given a little tim e, older 
Captains w ill have to look out for their 
laurels. 
T he com pany is recruiting rapid­ 
ly, and it is safe to say it w ill in a short 
tim e he on tho top w ave of prosperity. 
The brigade officer appointed to conduct 
an election fo ra First Lieutenant o f Com­ 
pany A W ednesday evening, failed to put 
in an appearance.. T his is the second tim e 
this has happened, and is very injurious to 
the com pany at this tim e, as it should have 
this office filled as soon as possible. 
As 
this is pretty much all the duty that a 
brigade officer is called upon to perform, 
one would naturally expect that it would 
be attended to prom ptly. 
T he m atter o f subsisting the regim ent 
w hile in cam p has not yet been finally de­ 
term ined. 
The com m ittee in charge is at 
present negotiating with a caterer in San 
Francisco, w ho offers a very good bill of 
fare, and if backed up With a sufficient 
guarantee that the food w ill he as repre­

tinguished citizen, hut this tim e the duty 
is a sad one—that o f m aking arrangements 
for a proper observance o f his obsequies. 
H e yaid it wa- no tim e for speech-m aking, 
and h e w ould entertain a m otion for the 
nom ination of a Chairman. 
Judge T. B. M cFarland was placed in 
nom ination, and unanim ously elected. 
On assum ing the duties o f the chair. 
Judge M cFarland said that he, lik e all

It has been repeatedly asserted upon the 
streets, but m ore particularly and persist­ 
ently in the ctw in g immarulale, that gam ­ 
bling is rife in this city.

Chinatown lie had found a hostile, where 
the non-law respecting heathen had en­ 
deavored to play tan in defiance o f the 
law, but such places hail been broken up. 
those know n to be connected with the sam e 
arrested, and parties ow ning buildings used 
for such purposes notified that they would 
be liehi responsible for their gam bling ten­ 
ants, and assured that barricaded doors 
would not protect them nor shield them 
from the law. 
If any parties know o f a 
gam e o f any kind, be it lottery, fan-tan, 
faro, stud-horse 
or any 
other game, 
n progress, that is in violation o f the law, 
tiie officers claim that it is the duty o f such 
persons, as good law-abiding citizens, to 
point them out, when the sam e w ill be im ­ 
m ediately broken up and the parties con­ 
nected therewith arrested. 
If the parties 
referred to can prove their assertions by 
pointing out the culprits they should do 
so, and if they do not, they can be looked 
upon only in the light o f accessories.

The Departm ent of Agriculture at W ash­ 
ington has just issued a volum e devoted to 
the reclam ation o f tide m arshes and their 
u tility for agricultural purposes. 
It is es­ 
tim ated by the departm ent that the area of 
tiie country for such purposes could he in ­ 
creased at least IffOOO square i « le s —an 
area o f territory as large as t he .State o f 
Vermont.—by taking not only the m arshes 
on the ocean border but those farther in­ 
land, fringing bays, sounds and rivers. 
It 
also contains reports from various parts of 
the country show ing what has already 
been done in the way o f reclaim ing these 
waste lands, w hich were o f value only for 
their crops o f salt hay. 
T he principal re­ 
clam ations are in New Jersey along the 
Maurice river; in Pennsylvania on the 
Delaware, w here one farmer has a splendid 
farm o f l.tjGO acres safe Irotn the highest 
tidas : in Nortli Parolina, South Parolina 
and Georgia, where valuable lands have 
been diked for ¡ice; in Louisiana and 
Texas, where they have been reclaim ed for 
rice and sugar-cane culture and cattle 
ranging, and W ashington Territory, where 
uearlv one-half o f ’the area formerly occu­ 
pied by the channels o f Puget sound, 
am ounting to 1,050 square m iles, have been 
converted into rich, arable lands. 
In Cali­ 
fornia also, at the m ouths of the Sacra­ 
m ento 
and San Joaquin rivers, where 
there 
are 
nearly 
l,o00,000 
acres 
of 
fresh-water m arshes, about 
50,000 acres 
have been 
reclaim ed, and 
are 
am ong 
the m ost fertile lands in the w hole State, 
being devoted m ostly to fruit-raising. 
In 
this connection the New Orleans Picayune 
calls attention to the reclam ation carried 
on by the Louisiana Land Reclam ation 
Company, which has saved 15,U00 acres in 
Terre Bonne and St. Mary's parishes. The 
soil o f the soa-marsh in that regiun is a 
black m ass of decayed vegetable matter ca­ 
llable o i being drained and o f grow ing any 
o f the products o f the State, w hile the sub­ 
soil is a stiff, blue clay well adapted to dike- 
building. 
Speaking o f the com pany’s op­ 
erations the J'inayune says: 
"T he land was broken by steam plows 
¡dying between parallel canals and operated 
bv the engines of two steam dredging m a­ 
chines floating in the canals at opposite 
sides o f the fields. 
Rice, jute, vegetables, 
etc.. have been cultivated in this reclaimed 
land successfully. 
T he com pany claim a 
larger yield o f rice than tlie South Carolina 
lands give under the most favorable c ir ­ 
cum stances. 
Jute grew six feet in five 
weeks on this new land. 
In St. Mary the 
com pany has also operated with m uch sue 
cess, and land is reclaimed every year and 
put in cultivation. 
No engineering diffi­ 
culty is accom plished, am i levees need he 
only tw o or three feet high. 
T he greatest 
danger is front overflow from the M issis­ 
sippi, it being very easy to protect the lands 
from tidal overflow. 
T he new lands are 
too rich in soda, potassa and am m onia to 
produce canes o f high saccharine strength 
for several years, but are excellent for corn 
crops, and in eight years under cultivation 
becom e good sugar lands. 
T he cost o f re­ 
clam ation is $■? per acre.' 
Operations on a still larger scale are be­ 
ing prosecuted in Calcasieu, Cameron and 
V erm ilion parishes, where a syndicate has 
purchased l.DOOJMJ acres of marsh lands 
upon w hich it is now engaged. 
T he /'■•<i- 
jjunc says : “ T he average e< >st o f reclaim ing 
these lands is found to be $fi per acre, the 
m arsh when reclaimed being much richer 
than the adjacent uplands, with a rich, 
deep soil, w ell suited to rice or for pasture 
or meadow land.”— [Chicago Tribune.

hut you cannot stereotype the e x ­ 
pression o f em otion lik cth is. 
These excla- 
tiiaiions are words of um syllable, hut the 
speaker w ho is sounding the gam ut o f hu­ 
man feelings w ill not be restricted in his 
pronunciation by the dictionary rule. 
It is 
said of Edmund Kean that he never spoke 
such ejaculations, but alw ays sighed or 
groaned them . 
Fancy an actor saying. 
"M y Desdetnona I 
I’ll. oh. olí!" 
\\ orin­ 
are intended to express feelings and ideas, 
not to hind them in rigid fetters; the ac­ 
cents of pleasure are different from the ac­ 
cents o f pa ill. and if a feeling is m ore ac­ 
curately expressed, as in nature, by a va­ 
riation o f sounds not provided for by the 
laws o f pronunciation, then such imperfect 
laws m ust he disregarded and nature vin ­ 
dicated. 
The word should he tlm echo o f 
the sense.— ! English Illustrated M agazine.

It is questionable w hether a teacher that 
cannotread iraderstandingly the ordinary 
subject-m atter o f a daily newspaper, 
is 
com petent to explain to pupils the litera­ 
ture contained in those Readers: and it: the 
judgm ent o f sincere friends o f our public 
schools and o f public school teachers, such 
a person is :-.ot tit to teach a State school. 
So far as 1 am concerned, 1 feel it due to 
m yself, to the teaching profession, to the 
best educational interests o f this city and i 
county, to preclude even the possibility of j 
positive illiteracy being enthroned i;i the 
school-room . 
A discrim inative and fair- 
m inded public have already pronounced 
these tests not too searching or too difficult. 
Is it unfair to expect a public school licen­ 
tiate to read uiuterstundiugly the colum ns 
o f a daily n e w s p a p e r Is it unreasonable 
to require teachers to answer eighty-five 
per cent, o f the words found in a two-bit 
school text-book, w hich country school­ 
boys are known to have mastered before 
graduation ! 
Is it unjust to ask teachers 
questions on grammar less difficult than 
those actually asked of pupil? in the very 
grammars used in this city and county 
If 
all this be unjust, then theinjustice is done, 
not to the teachers, but to the pupils o f our 
com m on schools. 
* 
(>ut with the captious objections of 
rtilous. caviling, "sore-headed friends of 
disappointed can did ates.' w hose m inds are 
so " im m ature ” as to be unable to grasp 
ant) retain the m eaning o f words in new s­ 
paper literature. 
Before 1 conclude this painful -.abject, I 
unhesitatingly state that, the system of 
training young teachers, and also the sys­ 
tem o f exam ination in vogue in this State 
for the last tw enty years, are both essen­ 
tially defective. 
This m ayseent a hold and 
sw eeping statem ent, but stubborn facts sus­ 
tain it. 
I do not approve o f giving an un­ 
due am ount of attention to an yon e branch 
o f know ledge to the neglect o f any other. 
I do not believe in “ hobby-horse" riding. 
Persons possessing a finished and w ell- 
rounded know ledge 
o f com m on school 
branches m ake the best teachers. 
Each 
branch o f knowledge should receive the at­ 
tention com m ensurate w ith its compara­ 
tive usefulness. 
Now. as our ideas and 
conceptions of all things m ust be conveyed 
and expressed by means o f that beautiful 
living vehicle of thought, w hich w e call 
language, its paramount im portance on 
reflection 
becom es 
self-evident. 
Yet. 
teachers, 
with 
few 
honorable 
excep­ 
tions. utterly ignorant o f literature, rhet­ 
oric and language, are now, and have been 
for years past, licensed to teach in the 
public schools o! tHis State. 
No tests on 
these all-im portant subjects have been re­ 
quired. 
Technical English grammar has 
been, and is now. one o f the test studies 
and one o f the hobbies. 
E nglish gram mar 
is. indeed, useiul. but we all know that it 
is not an adequate exponent, or rather it ii 
no exponent at all o f English scholarship. 
Before we can have an intelligent and 
fairly well inform ed body o f public school 
teachers, private and State Normal schools 
m ust m aterially m odify their svsteni of 
training and education, end Boards of E x­ 
am iners am end their rules.

N k w Y o r k , July 24th.—A n im portant 
meet!tie of frionils of the Indian.s was lie.d 
under the auspices of the Indian Rights 
Association at Newport yesterday. Bishop 
Potter, of New York, presided. The au­ 
dience’included a num ber of cottagers and 
w ealthier society people. Governor A rm ­ 
strong, founder of the H am pton ;Va.) In ­ 
dian School, probably the beat-informed 
m ilitary officer in the United States on the 
character and capacity of Indians, deliv­ 
ered the principal address, in w hich ho 
said that if things go on as they are, there 
is no hope for them . T heir future lies in 
civilized life. For this they are physically 
weak. 
Mentally, they are capable of learn­ 
ing. 
They have the basis of honor in 
them . They can learn our language and 
pursue any branch of study. They are re­ 
sentful, but never revengeful. They tire a 
religious people—more so than we. Their 
greatest enemy is liquor. They learn to 
w ork easily. They are taught family life, 
and this is one of the most hopetul signs. 
Tw o-thirds of those who have gone bank 
to their homes from H am pton, alter receiv­ 
ing an education, have not been a disap- 
i 
iom tm ent; 
have 
not 
resum ed Indian 
jabits, and no educated Indian has ever 
become a renegade. H e condemned the 
so-called civilization and schools of In ­ 
dian 
Territory. W hat 
they 
need 
is 
to get rid of tlicir old relations and 
let ea h one stand for himself. They have 
thousands of churches, but their life is arti­ 
ficial, not practicable. The Apaches of 
A rizona are crafty m urderers. 
Once de­ 
feated, these people could be kept in sub­ 
jection. The arm y can do this if the work 
were given them to do. The Navajoes have 
increased from 10.000 to 17,000 w ithin a few 
years. 
This does not look like dying out. 
They are the Jews of the Indian race—the 
m ost enterprising of them all, and they 
m ake splendid cavalry. 
Indian agents will 
never he satisfactory until their salaries arc- 
increased so as to rem ove the tem ptation of 
oppression and fraud. 
The trouble is w ith 
th e Government, and in t lie House of Kep- 
resentatives a little work can secure the 
passage of existing bills and thus help the 
cause m aterially. 
Senator Dawes, who has m ade himself 
conspicuous in Congress on Indian affairs, 
addressed a letter to the m eeting, in which 
be said his recent visit of several weeks in 
Indian Territory had convinced him that 
there never was such pressing need for 
iahor of the friends of Indians as now. 
H unger for his lands was never so great, 
determ nation to appropriate them never so 
strong. Capital ami cattlem en are reaping 
im m ense profits from the ranches they 
have been perm itted, under the form of 
liens, to appropriate to their ow n use w ith­ 
out the interference of the law or its offi­ 
cers, which rental h s been wasted in per 
capita distributions. There is nothing left 
to the Indian hut his title. T he odds 
against him were never so great as now.

along its eastern border for two hundred 
miles. 
The earth was clothed in her most 
beautiful garm ents of green, relieved by 
the hues of n brilliant and varied flora. 
Above us was the great pine belt of forests, 
and still above that the line of perpetual 
snows. 
Below us were green slopes of lu x ­ 
uriant bunch grass. 
F urther down, the 
broad current of the Green river, the great 
feeder of the Colorado, divided the valley, 
looking in the golden sunlight like a rib­ 
bon »if silver. 
Beyond were the blue out­ 
lines ol the Uintah and W ahsatch ranges. 
A fter a day’s toil nlong the rough trail, 
interspersed with the excitem ents of break­ 
downs. crossing swift streams, hunting elk, 
antelope, deer, m ountain sheep, arid being 
hunted by the famous t-i 1 vc-rlip and cinna­ 
mon bears, the camp, under the sheltering 
arm s of a grove of gigantic evergreen trees, 
with its bright fire of pitch pine, th at light­ 
ed tip the valley, and m ountain side, was a 
welcome place. This night, on which toy 
little story runs, the tired anim als had 
been turned out on th e rich bunch grass. 
W e had eaten a supper of venison, pin ­ 
tailed grouse, and m ountain trout; groat 
logs of pitch pine and oak laid been piled 
on the fire, and the whole party reclined 
around it on robes and blankets, sm oking 
the fragrant kinnikinic. 
ountry is 
to keep 
our eyes peeled now, if we w ant to save our 
hair. 
I th in k I saw an old trail of theirs 
to-day. The G overnm ent is teaching them 
agriculture, but I don't believe they can 
m ake '«11 raise anything but hair and 


Texas M at" said : “ The U 
down below here, and we'll have 


" 1 had a ' pardner’ who was scalped, and 
it didn’t h u rt him m uch,” said "C herokee 
Bob.” 
“ Oh, let up a little," said the Judge and 
the m erchants. 
“ It’s a fact,” said Bob. 
"T h e m an is 
about som ewhere now, and just as good as 
ever he was. Then there was the conductor 
that was scalped dow n at Sidney, and is 
running a train yet. W hy the doctor here 
took care of him . 
H e can tell you all 
about it.” 
All hands wanted to know how it was : 
so, in answ er to their appeal, the doctor 
told the following story of 
" T h e S calp ed C onductor." 
It was when the Union Pacific Railroad 
had reached Cheyenne. 
The N orthern 
Sioux had been at war for years. 
Red 
Cloud had fought the troops all over the 
upper country, and massacred Carrington’s 
soldiers, near Fort Phil. K earney, where 
the gallant Fetterm an, Brown, G ruinm und 
and ninety-four others lost their lives— 
not one of the party escaping to tell the 
bloody story. 
You know when th e Brule and Ogallala 
bauds of .Sioux m ade peace in 1806, and 
went south to bunt, that Red Cloud would 
not sign the treaty, and with the Minne- 
Congou band went to w ar, which they car­ 
ried 011 for two years. Through the influ­ 
ence of the Brule and Ogallala chiefs, he 
and his warriors had at last come into Fort 
I.arainie, and. after a powwow, were w ait­ 
ing for the Indian Commission, composed 
of < ¡eneráis Sherm an, Sheridan, Augur, 
Terry, H arney, Sanborn and others. 
The 
w arriors were elated by their success in 
fighting the Government, and were proud 
and arrogant. 
Roving hands of them were 
seen along the line of the railway. 
It was 
believed that they would steal and m urder 
wherever an opportunity presented. 
The 
spring grass was grown, and it was in the 
full of the moon, the favorite tim e for In ­ 
dian raids. The air was full of rum ors of 
scouting parties of redskins. 
I hail resigned from the arm y and ac­ 
cepted the surgeoncy of the railroad, with 
headquarters at Cheyenne. 
Talk of your 
booming towns 1 that was the captain of 
them all. 
In three m onths from the tim e 
the first stake was set there were 10.000 
people on the ground. 
It was the depot at 


came in. and there was every device under 
the sun to rope in the victim and rob him . j 
fj Every m an was a w alking arsenal, 
i im 
' killings averaged one a day for a hundred 
days, until the vigilantes hung a dozen or 
two. T he first thing you would see in th e 
m orning w ould be a fellow hanging from 
a telegraph pole. 
T hat soon quieted the 
town, and stopped the tun. 
D riving up to m y oliiee, one m orning in 
May. I saw Charley M uchmore, the master 
of transportation at the front, running to­ 
ward me. 
As soon as he came w ithin 
speaking distance h e said : 
T hedndians 
have attacked .Sidney Station, killed several 
people, 
w ounded two conductors, and 
scalped one of them . 
Get ready as soon as 
you can and come to the station. 
An en­ 
gine and caboose will be ready for you.” I 
was at the depot in five minutes, w ith in­ 
strum ents. dressings and medicines. 
The 
engine and caboose were ready, and Weeks, 
one of the bast, and most daring, engineers 
that ever pulled a throttle, was 011 the 
machine. 
We had orders to run, regardless 01 all 
trains, as they had been side-tracked for 
us. 
It was 194 miles to Sidney. The road 
was new and (he track poorly surfaced up. 
and when W eeks 
got 
under way and 
pulled her " wide open,” the little caboose 
jum ped and rocked in a way to m a k e a 
man wish he was anyw here else. 
W e ran 
the first tw enty miles in twcntv-two m in­ 
utes. 
Everybody on the line knew our 
errand, and, as the two wounded conductors 
were universal favorites, when, we shot past 
the stations everybody cheered aud waved 
us on. 
W hen we stopped for w ater I 
climbed on to the engine—the caboose 
being 
a 
little 
too 
lively 
for 
me. 
H ere W eeks 
comforted m e by ratin g 
that in all probability we should find the 
trestle bridges, of w hich there were great 
num bers, burned by the Indians, and that 
y e should undoubtedly get a tum ble that 
would end our little earthly game, but we 
were more fortunate, and readied Sidney 
safely in one hour and fifty-six m inutes 
running tim e. 
There we found everything 
in the wildest alarm . 
It seems th e Indians had concluded that 
they m ight m ake a raid for stock and scalps 
w hile the Commissioners were coming. 
They ¡nade their way south, arid from the 
high bluff overlooking the railroad they 
saw a band of horses grazing in the valley. 
A deep ravine led from this bluff down in;>> 
the valley. 
Once there it would be easy to 
stamped»? the horses and run them <’ff'. 
Just at the m outh of this ravine was a little 
brick round-house 
and m achine 
-hop, 
which could not be seen from the bluff 
where the Indians had stood. They came 
noiselessly down, and rode unawares right 
by the doors of this shoo. 
The m.-whim.-t- 
were arm ed, and when the cry of " In- 
diansl” was m ade they seized their arm s 
and tired, but the redskins by that time 
were lying fiat on their horses, and riding 
obliquely to the fire, and the m achinist' 
wore excited, “•> tiiat not an Indian was hit. 
They rode swiftly down the valley to­ 
ward the creek, where two young con­ 
ductors, “ Tom m y” and “ Wils," were sit­ 
ting 011 the bank fishing. 
W hen they 
heard the firing they raised up to see w hat 
it was ail about. 
In a m om ent the Indians 
were upon them , am i riding round and 
round them . T hey shot them w ith arrows 
till they fell, and then proceeded to scalp 
poor 
Tom m y." 
H e had fallen oil his 
side in a fainting condition, w ith his head 
resting o n his hand. 
The Indian seized 
the hair 011 the front of the head, and with 
a big hunting knife cut the scalp from a 
point to the right of the crown obliquely 
tow ard the left temple. • 
" W ils” had a sm all pistol, know n then 
as a “ D avidson.” 
it was unloaded, but 
ju st as dangerous as if loaded. 
W hen the 
Indians w ent to take Ins •••••alp he presented 
bis pistol, w hich kept them at a distance. 
There was no tim e for the Indians to waste, 
as the m achine-shop men were coming, so 
the Indian who by savage rules was en­ 
titled to 
’ W ils' ’ scalp, w ent back to 
" Tom m y," w ho by this time had fallen on 
his face, and took another scalp from the 
b a rk of Li-, head, and then the whole band 
rode off. 
They w ent up the railroad and pitched 
into a gang of section m en. and killed one 
poor fellow and wounded several more. 
A t the station I found everybody, men. 
women and children, under arm s. The 
wounded m en were lying on th e tables in 
dining-room at the cating-hous»-. and it 
was a bloody-looking place. 
The section 
m an was dead, with thirty-three arrow s in 
liis body. 
My story is, however, about the scalped 
conductor. 
H e was a m ere boy. 
A few 
m onths before he was in a good hom e on 
the banks of the peaceful Alleghany, but 
the spirit of unrest took hold of him . 
H e 
wanted to 
go W est. 
A 
good m other 
pleaded with him to stay. 
8'iic could not 
bear to see her delicate boy go from the 
hearthstone so far away into a wild, un ­ 
known country. 
H e was the one child 
that when a baby had called for all her 
m otherly care. 
H e bad 
never seemed 
stout, and ail the wealth of her m other’s 
heart had gone out to him on that account. 
She had no fears for the others : they were 
strong and sturdy fellows, but little T»>rumy 
was always a cause of anxiety. 
B ut ids 
enthusiasm would brook no denial. 
The 
im pulse of his race for the western horizon 
wa» so strong th at lie overcame ail opposi­ 
tion, and with a m other’s warm kiss and 
earnest blessing lie w ent out t»i try his for­ 
tune in the shadow of the great m ountains. 
He came to O m aha and found work 011 the 
great transcontinental line. 
By efficient 
service he was soon a conductor at the 
front. 
I found him lying on a dining-table 
covered w ith blood. 
He had been shot 
with eight arrows, one o f w hich w ent 
through the lower portion of the right lung. 
The others ha»i made severe wounds, but 
had not penetrated the cavities of the body. 
A strip of his scalp, about four inches in 
width, front the ni.-k to the forehead, had 
been cut off'. 
It had been done in a very 
hurried, bungling m anner. 
1 shall never forget with what an anxious 
expression he watched m e as 1 exam ined 
him. 
W hen that was donehesaid : "W ell, 
doctor, have I got to die? 
I am not afraid, 
but if 1 m ust die I want to know it. 
1 
w ant to send wor»l to my m other.” 
From 
the great loss of blood and the nervous 
shock he had no pulse. 
It was a hundred to one that he would 
never rally. 
T»i have put him face to face 
with death would have destroyed that one 
1 hanee. 
Looking hint steadily in the eye. 
1 assured him that he was-all right, and 
that lie could go hom e to his m other w ithin 
six weeks. 
Every means known to surgery 
was used to produce reaction, and in six or 
eight hours the heart’s action increased so 
as to m ake the pulse at the w rist percepti­ 
ble, and by daylight th e first stage of the 
battle for his lib; tiad been won. 
The next day. in an extra car hooked on 
to the regular train, we w ent to Cheyenne. 
On that train, in a Pullm an car, were Gen­ 
erals Sherm an, Sheridan, Augur, H arney, 
Terry and the Commissioner of Indian Af­ 
fairs and several Congressmen, cuing to 
negotiate a treaty <>f peace w ithdhese same 
bloody’ savages. 
They came into m y car 
to see the wounded m en, and I had the 
pleasure of telling them what kind of a 
treaty ought to 
be m ade 
with 
these 
Indians. 
I also gave them m y opinion 
of a 
Governm ent 
that 
would 
invite 
people to the frontiers, sell tly m the land, 
take the m oney for it, and then let the 
savages m urder them . 
"T o m m y ” and 
“ W ils" were too full of indignation to talk 
to them . 
We arrived at Cheyenne, and thepatients 
were put in comfortable quarters, with good 
nurses. 
Thearrow -w ounds healed rapidly. 
The scalp-wound was w hat gave m e anxie­ 
ty. 
W hat would be the result of uncover­ 
ing so m uch of the skull and leaving it ex­ 
posed? 
W ould the covering of the bone 
die. to be followed afterwards by the death 
and 
sloughing off of the bone? That 
m eant death to the patient. 
The books 
are silent upon this subject. 
I thought 
that nature would produce a covering in 
place of the lost scalp, and I was nol wrong. 
In ten days or two weeks granulations 
were being throw n out from the wounded 
edge of the scalp. 
Day by day the new 
covering increased, till at last it spread all 
over the denuded skull. 
Every doctor who 
came to see him prophesied the sloughing 
of 
the 
bone 
and inevitable death to 
“ Tom m y,” but they proved false prophets. 
“ Tom m y" was game all through, andim - 


a few weeks, where he fully recovered. 
H e ctovers his scalped head hy the side 
locks, so that the loss cannot easily be de­ 
tected. 
H e came 
back to the U nion 
Pacific, where he was a passenger con­ 
ductor for m any years. 
H e used to swear 
th at he would yet have his scalp and those 
of the Indians that took it. but he has 
up before this. 
I 
. 
ilroad m an, who was 
scalped by Indians and recovered his raulp, 
and carries it ¡11 his pocket, but I will leave 
that for ill? next camp-fire story. 


Then ail bands in robes and blankets, 
w ith no shelter but the heavens, and i: » 
red 
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stars, slept only p.: 
sentinels but tbc 
prospectors can. 
T his was the story of " the soal]»od ».'on- 
ductor" as told at the camp-fire. 
I can 
only add for the benefit of the reader that 
•every word relating to the conductor is 
literally true. 
There are hundreds 
01 
people in California who have m et him on 
the train between Ogden and Green river, 
where he ran as conductor for thirteen 
years. 
H» is now the fuel agent of the 
Utah and N orthern and Oregon Short Line 
Railroads. 
H e has a beautiful hom e in 
Ogden, and two children, a lx>y and girl, 
his very image, 
lie brought his father and 
the m other, whose love he knew so well 
and returned so fully, to share his home 
w ith him . 
In 18sl I was in Ogden, after an 
absence of ten years. 
I was about to regis­ 
ter m y nam e at the railroad hotel when 1 
was seized and nearly pulled to pieces by 
two men. 
W hen I had recovered my sur­ 
prise I found that the two m en were my 
wounded conductors, who were as glad to 
se e m e a so n the m em orable night when I 
first saw them stretched 011 the bloody 
tables in the dining room in Sidney.
